American Shipping 
Needs Emphasized 
by State Department 


W ashington. Aug. 27.—Lack of A m­ 
erican shipping facilities was em p h a­ 
sized today in a statem ent issued by 
the state d etainm en t based on a con­ 
sular report from Ambia. 
The sta te ­ 
m ent follows: 
"The departm ent has received from 
the American consul at Aden, Arabia, 
a dispatch stating that the m erchants 
at that port were complaining bitterly 
of the lack of shipping facilities b e­ 
tween Aden and America, many m er­ 
chants having had to discontinue busi­ 
ness as th e warehouses arere full and 
they had no means of shipping the 
contents thereof to the United States. 
"The dispatch further stated that 
the Italian vessels were giving

preference to shipments to Italy and 
as there is plenty of cargo for Italy 
there was no space for cargo to lie 
trans-shipped to the United S tates and 
that the Italian lines had increased 
their freight rates on© hundred per

In 
addition 4.000 resident* of Newport are 
unable to enter their homes because

camps. 
Little Rock is sending large q u a n ti­ 
ties of food and other A rkansas cities 
are responding generously but the a s ­ 
s i s t a n c e gl\'»n is not sufficient, accord­ 
ing to Mayor Hubley of Newport, who 
sent out another urgent appeal for aid 
late today.

Waxahachie, Tex., Aug. 21. 
To the Waco Morning News: 
The following paragraph appeared 
in the W aco Morning News of this 
date: 
“It was noticeable th at no m an w a s 
allowed to take whiskey with him into 
any of the various places of refuge in 
Galveston during the .-torm and that 
til© saloons were compelled to remain 
closed for several days after the storm 
until order had been restored. 
Some 
day we will learn th a t it is ju st as 
wise to protect society from th© ef­ 
fects of booze in times of order as 
In seasons of disorder and place a 
perm anent ban on the stuff." 
And ti.©re is much food for thought 
in the paragraph. 
The daily papers 
stated W ednesday th at there was no 
disturbs nee in the Galveston railway 
station during th© night of the storm 
except th at caused by some negroes 
who had m anaged to get hold of some 
whiskey. 
It is also noticeable that all 
saloons were closed in San Francisco 
for several m onths after the great dis­ 
aster of April 21, 1906, and that d u r­ 
ing th a t period there were only two 
suicides in the city, despite the num­ 
ber who were financially ruined, as 
fell as those whose relatives perish© I 
and whose family life was broken. 
It Is noticeable that whenever a riot 
is threatened or a riotous condition 
prevails, th© anti-prohibitlonists ar© in 
favor of stern 
suppression 
of 
the 
liquor traffic until order is restored. 
Comptroller Terrell, a m an opposed 
to prohibition, refused to issue licenses 
to w ould-be liquor dealers near Teague 
"because they wished to operate s a ­ 
loons in a district where there was not 
ample police protection." 
Ju s t where 
has there ever been "ample police pro­ 
tection" against a saloon? 
It would 
be interesting to know. 
I have tra v ­ 
eled widely but have never seen a place 
where homes, boys, mothers, wives and 
sisters were protected 
against 
the 
liquor traffic, even lf 
a 
policeman 
stood at every corner and a constable 
half way between and a sheriff p a ­ 
trolled the blocks. 
When will the people se* the folly 
of licensing a business th a t is not fit 
to be licensed except w here there is 
a good strong police force? And why 
should those who do not w ant the, b u s­ 
iness licensed be obliged to pay the 
tax necessary to keep up the police 
force? 
Puck m ay well still say, “W hat 
fools these mc rials be.” 
A business whose finished product 
is worth less than the raw m aterial 
consumed in the production is an a n ­ 
omaly. 
E very legitimate enterprise 
on earth is proud of its finished pro ­ 
duct. 
The artist, the jeweler, 
the 
m anufacturer, the builder, th© fa rm ­ 
er—every producer brings out the hest 
specimen of his handicraft or a rt and 
says, “Behold th© finished product of 
my skill."
